As Hardy spins it it is sbll a wheel He lets you sec 
the spoke which though they are undeniably of good

He does not spin the wheel quite fast enough nor

infinite contempt 
But he liated Rome

In this unique rrtf tn wbd Frank S medley found great 
pleasun for he was able to take exerase in his whe*l 
clnir without leaving the privacy of tbc property The 
ituny arbours m the grounds still remain to mark the 
favourite spots be bked to vait and the bbrary on the 
west Side of 1 )m house communicate^ with bis own 
bedroom bo he was able to see his friends with ease * 
Bat these pleasant years were not for long In the 
s^nn^ of 1850 his fitber Tramas Sroedley died and the 
same year he lost an aunt and his favourite cousin

THE INDIAN CORPS IN PRANCE * 

It IS poauUe that the ] 3 ntuh public lias now almost 
forvvtteo that a Corps of tho Indian Army was rushed to 
b ranee m September 1914 that it fought and died IQ 
Flandsv diinng more than a year ero its survivors were 
traoAported to fight the batllsa of Ibo Lmpira in a clime 
more cengcfnal to tho native troope that—in tbe words 
of t ord Curson quoting Lord French—it amved on those 
piomuh battlefields in the nick of tune Tor such of 
the general peblic as do remember this heroic Corps has 
auffered in its r^otaboafrojo the exaggerated expectations 
which were iuetered at tbe time of its arrival in Furopa 
by a Press which had certainly received a hint to pamt 
everything fiouUwr i$ roir The most wonderful legends 
of corporate numbers and lodividtia] prowea of the Indian 
troops were published by editors who if tbey printed in 
good faith were incredibly igoorant And then after the 
king long Doatha of tormsot when tbey had stood and died 
in a breach which the enemy coold not force when they 
h'wl fulfilled their missioo aod the divwoiis of tbe New

The pledge given in Auguet totj by Hie Majeety e 
Goveroment to introduce reforrae in the fndiao coiwtita 
tiun with all poeeiblo epeed hae led to the puUicalion of 
several booki dealing with Indian pobtice and adtninie 
tration 

Of the three volumei under review* two arc con 
ftnictivo 10 character odering well thought oat bChemea 
that deserve careful coneideT\tion The third on the other 
hand le deagned to prevent any pohticil reform in India 
nt any rata at thie time 

Ur George M Cheney tho author of the laet volume 
vae until lately m lodia connected with the Piearer 
(Allahabad) Ho bluntly etatea that tbm le not the 
allghtMt need for change and that in any cnee thseieno 
ttme for altcrlog conetituboiu wbeo every ounce of energy 
ttuet be bent upon crnebiog the e aemy Ho eeema to tbink 
that tbe Right Konoon^Ie £ S Montagu wiU not reet 
until he hae deetreyed tbe fabnc of the Dntieb 1 mpere 
in India 

Mr Cbeeney evidently doea not know that long before 
Mr BCootagu came into power at the India Ofbee the 
Oosrenuneot of India asked the Home aothontaea for 
a definite etaleoient regarding Bntieh pohey to India 
Ur ChaiBberlain at tbe time Seveta^ of Stats lor 
India had adoutted the ne ceeai ty for each a prey 
nooneettent and was actually m coouasnicttion with 
I^otd Chelanfcrd a iKiverameot in regard to the terau
